TWO YEARS AGO. 


Scope of Examination: : 
The scope of our examination attempted to cover the receipts and dis- 


bursments of all monies accountable for. 

Under the plan in use in the City Offices, stubs reflecting all the in- 
formation pertaining to licenses issued are supposed to be on file. It ae- 
veloped, however, that the stubs for two books of business licenses numb- 
ered 1000 to 1099, inclusive, and 1300 to 1399 inclusive, were missing and 
could not be located. Naturally, therefore it was not possible for us to 
check the correctness of entries of monies received from the issuance of 
licenses contained in the two missing books. As to monies entered on the 
books, it was found that all had been properly deposited in the bank. 

There was no detail of any kind pertaining to dog licenses issued 
available for our inspection. We recommend the issuance of receipts and 
the keeping of a duplicate receipt for dog licenses.
